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Certain Problems 
touching fome Points of Navigation. 

"Hefe Problemr are prefented by the Learned and 
Induftrious Nicolam Mercator, for the advancing 
of that Excellent and Beneficial Science, Naviga- 
tion, as follows : 

The line of Artificial Tangents, or the Logarith- 
7nical Tangent-line, beginning at 45 deg. and taking every half 
degree for a whole one, is found to agree pretty near with the 
Meridian-line of the Sea-Charte ; they both growing, as it were, 
after the fame Proportion. But the Table of Meridional degrees 
being calculated only to every Sexagefimal minute of a de^ee, 
iliews fome fmall difference from the fdd Logarithm ical Tan- 
gent-line. Hence it may be doubted, whether that difference 
do -not arife from that little errour, which is committed by cal- 
culating the Table of Meridional degrees only to every minute. 
^ Go Mr. 
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Mr. Oughtred in the VI. Omp, of his Na'vigation, annexed to 
the Book,' entituled, Th Circles of ProponioN, and the Horizontal 
hjlrument, &c. mentions an Artifice, by hinifelf difcover'd, by 
v/hlch it may be effeded, that the fmall Parts of the Meridian 
be not one minute (which on the face of the Earth anfwers to 
above an Englijh Mile) but the hundred-thoufanth, or, if need 
be, the milJioneth part of a minute, fcarce exceeding one fif- 
teenth part of an Inch : Which thing, hefaith^ he is able to per- 
form in Tables nnto the Radius looooooo,- yet nothing at all 
differing either in their form or manner of working from thofe 
that are now commonly in ufe. 

But which way this is to be done, this Jmhorhath not made 
known to the Publiek. And, though fuch Tables unto the Ra- 
dius locooooo, had been brought to light, yet would they not 
be fufficient to prove the identity or famenefs of the faid two 
Lines, as to continue the comparifon between them as far, as 
the one of them, videl. the LogarithmicallTangent-line^ is already 
cakulatedjthatis, to Ten places, befides the Goaradorifiick. 

Now therefore, if a certain Rule could be .produced, by 
which the Agreement or Difagreement of the faid two Lines 
might be fliew'd, not only to that Extent of places, to which 
that Tangent Line is already calculated, but alfo to as many 
more, as the fame may be yet further extended unto, in infini- 
tum ufque J furely that rule would not only fave us the labour 
of m2ikin%Tables unto theRadivs looooooo,- but alfo the He- 
lix or Spiral Line of the Ships Courfe would be reduced to a 
more precife exadnefs, than ever was pretended by Him : and 
this moft Noble and Ufeful Science (as He juflly calls it) which 
is the Bond of moft disjund Countries, and the Confociation 
of Nations fartheft remote, would attain its full luftre and 
perfedion. 

Befides, that the fame Rule would alfo difcover a far eafier 
way of making Logarithmes, than ever was pradifed or known j 
and therefore might ferve, when ever there iliould be occaflon, 
to extend the Logarithm beyond that number of places, that is 
already extant. 

Moreover fuch a rule would enable men to draw.tbe Meridian 
linQ geometrically, that is, without Tables or Scales: which indeed 
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might alfo be done, by fetting of the Secants of every whole 
or half degree, if there were not this Inconveniency in it (which 
is not in my Rule :) That a Line compofed of fo many fmall 
partS;, would be fubjed to many errours, efpecially in a fmall 
compafs. 

The fame Rule alfo will ferve, to find the Courfe and Di- 
fiance between two Places alligned, as far, as pradice jDball re- 
quire it j and that, without any Table of Mma/(?;^al parts, and 
yet with as much eafe and exadnefs. 

And feeing all thefe things do depend on the fokition of this 
Queftion, Whether the Artificial Tangent-line be the true Meridian- 
line ? It is therefore, that I undertake, by God's afliftance, to 
refolve the faid Queftion. And to let the world know the rea- 
dinefs and confidence, I have to make good this undertaking, I 
am willing to lay a Wager againft any one or more perfons that 
have a mind to engage, for fo much as another Invention of mine 
(which is of lefs fubtlety, but of far greater benefit to the pub - 
lick) may be worth to the Inventor. 

For^ the great advantage, that ail Merchants, Mariners, and 
confequently the Common- wealth, may receive from this other 
Invention^ is^ in my judgment, highly valuable ; feeing it will 
oftentimes make a Ihip fail, though, according to the common 
way of failing, the wind be quite contrary, and yet as near to 
the place intended, as if the wind had been favourable : Or, if 
you will, it will enable one to gain fomething in the intended 
way, whether the wind be good or no (except only when you 
go diredly South or North) but the advantage will be moft, 
where there is moft need of it, that is, when the Wind is con- 
trary : So that one may very often gain a fifth, fourth, third 
part, or more of the intended voyage ,• according as it is longer 
or fliorter, viz-, always more in a longer Voyage^ where the 
gain is more confiderable, and more welcome j not only by 
ftving "Time, but alfo Vi<5luals, Water, Fuel, Mens healthy, 
and fo much Room in the fhip. 

All this, which is here pretended, the Propofer is to make 
good by the Verdi<a of fome able Men, who alfo may give a 
guefs, what this latter Invention may be worth to the owner : 
And for fo muich, and no more, he will ftand engaged againft a- 
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ny one or more Perfons3 that he will and ihall refolve the Que- 
flion above-mention'dj "viz. Whether the Artificial Tangent-line be 
the true Meridian-liney yea or no ? And if he do not, that then be 
will loofe, and tranfport to the other Party the whole benefit 
of the laft mentioned invention. But if, on the contrary, he do 
prove or difprove the Identity of the faid two lines, to the Judg- 
ment of fome able Mathematiciam^ That then fo much money be 
paid him by the other Party, as the faid Invention was valued. 

And, whereas there are often Wagers laid about things that 
concern the Engagers little or nothing,- 'tis thought, that it 
would concern all Merchants, Mariners, and all Lovers of the 
common good, rather to lay wagers againft one another about 
Things of this nature, where the Gainer doth gain as well, as if 
he had laid his wager about fomething elfe, and the Loofer 
hath fo far the benefit as well as the Gaine, That he feeth there- 
by promoted the thing, that concerns them both alike. 

Now therefore, to the end, that the Loofer may have his be- 
nefit by it, as well as the Gainer, it would not be amifs, that the 
condition were made thus, that the latter fhould grant the moity 
of his gain to the Propofer ^ that thereby he might be enabled to 
bring to light both thofe, and fome other iifeful inventions, for 
the Service of Mankind. And to manifefl, that it is not for his 
own intereft only, that the Propofer mentions this; he is willing 
to impart from that moity, fo received, the full moity again to 
any other perfon within his Majcfty's Dominions, who ihall firft. 
of ill give notice of his Undertaking to prove or difprove the 
faid Identity, and perform it accordingly within the fpace of two 
Months, to be computed from the prefent Date. Thofe that 
have a mind to engage, may repair to the Printers of thefe 
Traflr^ where they rnay know further.
